Presbyterian Consolidation. 


The Old and the New School assem- 
blies were merged in 1870, and are now 
known as the northern general assem- 
bly. But before the union was consum- 
mated, each of the bodies had, during or 
just after the late war, said some pretty 
hard things about the southern Presby- 
terian church. Cuarges of ‘‘schism, 
heresy and blasphemy” were formally 
placed on record. Since the union the 
northern church has persistently ex- 
tended overtures to the southern church. 
They want the latter body to join 
the consolidation current, and help 
to form the great Presbyterian 
ehurch of America. The southern 
church is entirely willing to,do so, ifthe 
northern church will unequivocally with- 
draw and disavow its imputations of the 
war period, The latterclaims to have 
substantially done this, but the southern 
church very properly demands an ex- 
plicit withdrawal of charges that are 
confessedly unjust. Here they etick— 
the ore asking for full justice, and the 
other claiming that it had already been 
granted, and that the full powers of the 
two defunct assemblies have been ex- 
hausted. On this unsubstantial differ- 
ence the committees of the firm, peculiar 
.. old church have split, and no result is at 
© present attainable. But a presbytery 
~~ jo Delaware recent!y made overtures to

Miss Louisa M. Alcott has a droll ac- 
count in The Woman's Journal of the ex- 
perience enjoyed by herself and other 
women Of Concord at the Centennial 
celebration. They could get no seats, 
and whcn they intruded on the platform 
were told they could sit or stand any- 
where they chose in the town of Concord 
excepting that particular place. The 
fair daughter of Concord continues: 

This gracious reply made me very glad 
to descend into the crowd again, for 
there at least good-nature reigned; and 
there we stuod, placidly surveyed by the 
men (who occupied the seats set apart 
for us), not one of whom stirred, though 
the grand-mother of Boston waited in the 
ranks. My idea of hospitality may be 
old-fashioned, but I must say I felt 
ashamed of Concord that day, when all 
I could offer my guests, odestting pil- 
grims to this *‘Mecca of the mind,” was 
the extreme edge of an unplaned board; 
for, when the gods were settled, leave 
was given us to sit on the rim of the plat- 
form. Perched there, like a flock of 
tempest-tossed’ pigeons, we had the priv- 
ilege of reposing among the sacred boots 
of the Gamaliels at whose feet we sat, 
and of listening to the remarks of the 
reporters, who evidently felt that the el- 
bow room of the almighty Press should 
not be encroached ypon even by a hair’s 
breadth. 

‘*‘No place for women,” growled one. 

‘*Never was a fitter,” answered a strong- 
minded lady standing on one foot. 

“Ought to have come earlier it they 
come at all,” 

‘So they would if they had not obeyed 
orders. Never will again.” 

“Don’t see why they couldn't be con- 
tented with seeing the procession.” 

‘Because they preferred poetry and 
patriotism to fuss and feathers,” 

‘Better have it all their own way next 
time.” 

‘No doubt they will, and I hope we 
shall all be there to see.” 

So the dialogue ended in a laugh, and 
the women resigned themselves to cold 
shoulders all around. But as I looked 
about me, it was impussible to help think- 
ing that there should have been a place 
for the great granddaughters of Pres- 
cott, William Emerson, John Hancock, 
and Dr. Ripley, as well as for Isaac Da- 
vis’ old sword, the scissors that cut the 
immortal cartridges, and the ancient 
flag some woman’s fingers mage.

This season we shall a rest; the extreme 
cold ruined the h crop, killed the 
small fruits largely and apples, 
cherries and pears. 

Though the amount of money from 
fruit which came into four or ‘ive town. 
ships in our vicinity last year, must haye 
exceeded two million of dollars, we are 
this spring complaining of hard times as 
usual. Land and rents are still high. 
Just after the war, when. the fruit pro- 
ducing capacity of this land bad been 
tested, crehards brought from $500 to 
$100 per acre. Now $100 to per 
acre is areasonable price. [ents are 
from $12 to $25 for oruinary houses in 
this town; the inhabitants number some 


4,000,

Unpieasant Predicament. 


[From the Cincinnati Eequirer. } 

The world ‘‘behind the scenes,” even 
for a reigning star, is not all pleasant 
walks and laughing sunshine. Even 
those who bave had but the faintest 
glimpse of the mysteries concealed by 
the *‘wings,” under whose slielter he re- 
tires from the glare of the foot-lights, 
know that the ‘‘stock actor’s” bed is not 
one of roses. Indeed, it is with the lat- 
ter that we, in ordinary, sympathize 
when such trouble as thatof which we 
are now treat crises. We realize the 
sleepless nights and feverish days which 
he has spent to learna nev “part” for 
each evening’s performance, while to the 
star alone comes ‘“‘that sweetest music 
that human ear ever heard, well-earned 
applause,” in the thunder of the pit, the 
boxes and the gal:eries.

Mr. H. C. Strong, cast for the 
important part of ‘‘Renard,” promptly 
declared that he would not appear again, 
and he went vif to enjvy his lager. -He 
carried his eccentricity so far as to re- 
fuse to surrender the manuscript of his 
part to the young actor sent for it. Ot 
ail this no word was said to Mrs. Rous- 
by, and she learned it first when the 
substitute walked on in an important 
scene, book in hand. In respect to her 
audience, she went through the scene 
grandly, and received a cail before the 
curtain, 

‘Then she spoke in substance as fol- 
lows: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN — When I 
came upon the stage this evening | 
Ssuw a gentieman coming on witha book 
in his hand. Upon asking why this was 
80, | was coolly informed that the per- 
son who was Cast for the part was drunk 
—so drunk that he was unable to appear. 
My ftiret impulse was to leave the stage 
and refuse to play to-night; my second 
thought was that this would be foolish, 
and | resolved to go on, Is this the way 
English actresses are treated in Cincin- 
nati? |] cannot believe this, 1 have 
played Twixt Ax and Crown two hun- 
dred nights in Loudon and many nights 
in New York and other cities; and in all 
my experience 1 have never seen the 
piece so badly played. In fact, it is 
bardly recognizable as the same piece. 
Under the: ce circumstances, it is impos- 
sible forme to act—to do either the 
piece or myself justice, But I will go 
vb, and trust to your kindly consideration 
to overlook and pardon defects which are 
not of the picce, but are of the circum. 
stances of which yourselves can best 
judge. 

It was the second book that weck, and 
one or more of the actors, beside the 
absent ones, were showing the effects 
of their ‘“‘budging”’ and discontent, and 
if Mrs. Rousby was too sweeping im her 
comp!aints shé was readi.y to be pardon- 
ed. A stranger seeking the favor of a 
new public, 32 woman, and alone, she 
was naturally excited by all the sur- 
roundings, and with her words fell tears 
that wrought up the already sympathiz 
ing audience to a tuundering recall. The 
ill-feeling that had hitherto been vented 
on the management was now poure:l out 
oa the star, and anarchy reigned behind 
the scenes. The play, however, contin- 
ued through Mr. Jaquette’s creditable 
efforts in reading the part of ‘‘Renard.” 
In the middle of a great scene there was 
a row behind scenes, Mr. Bosworth 
knocking a stage hand down. He tym- 
bled against a scene which toppled over. 
Mrs. Ktousby and Mr. Lingham were on, 
and not knowing what occurred, order- 
ed the curtain dowr. Aftera lapse of 
ten minutes, acting was resumed and the 
play was continued to the end,

Reports of Officers, Nomi- 
nations, Etc. 


The annual meeting of the Young Men’s 
Library association occurred last evening at 
the library rooms. By 8 1-2 o’clock quite a 
a number ofthe members had assembied, 
and the president being absent, Vice- Presi- 
dent E. Y. Clarke called the association to 
order, and, after the minutes of the last an- 
nual meeting were adopted, read President 
Flynn's report, as foilows: 

ATLANTA, May 11th, 1875. 
To the Members of the Y. M. L. A. 

GENTLEMEN,—I beg leave to submit 
my Annual Report for the year ending 
May llth, 1875. For the present condi- 
tion of the library I refer you to the re- 
ports of the various committees: from 
these reports you will see that the library 
is in a more prosperous condition tnan 
itever has been since its organization; 
for this we should feel an honest pride. 
Those of you who have been with it 
from its infancy up to the present, and 
participated in the early efforts made to 
bring it to its present usefulness, I feel 
certain will rejvice with me ia its suc- 
cess; while others who have become 
members since, and have labored to aid 
in the good work, will be pleased to 
think they have assisted to bring the Li- 
brary to what it is at present—second to 
none in the State. 

Ia my Annual Report of 1873, I re- 
commended aplan for the purpose of 
raising funds for the erection of a build- 
ing suitable for the accommodation of 
the Library. The financial condition of 
the country prevented: the recommenda- 
tion from being carried out during the 
ensuing year; but in the fiscal year that 
is about to close, the plan recommended 
was inaugurated in December, 1874, 
under the direction of a large number of 
our lady friends and a committee from 
the Board of Directors. A fair was 
given at DceGive’s opera house: this fair 
was successful beyond our expectations, 
netting to the Library the handsome 
amount of $2,805.94 ‘I'v the lady mem- 
bers and their friends who had charge 
of the diilerent tables at the fair, I re- 
turn my sincere thanks for the interest 
and energy they displayed on that occa- 
sion: they deserve the warmest thanks 
of the members—never tiring in the 

ood work they had undertaken, and 

rom ey to day, until the close, using 
every eflort to make it a grand success. 
The financial returns from the fair prove 
that their efforts were notin vain. I take 
this opportunity to say that their kind- 
ness willever be remembered by all the 
members of the Library. Much is also 
due to the energetic Chairman of the 
Fair Committee; and I feel that I would 
be wanting in duty if | failed to men- 
tion this fact. Aided by his Committee, 
he displayed executive powers in organ- 
izing and mapping out the fair of a su- 
perior ability. To him and the Com- 
mittee that served with him, the Associ- 
ation owes much, and I hope they will 
ever remember their work. 

The Board of Directors have labored 
well and by faithful during the past fiscal 
year. To them you owe principally 
your present condition—untiring and 
energetic in performing every duty al- 
loted to them, ever willipg to aid in 
every measure that was for the good of 
the Library. With them it was a work 
of pleasure to labor for the benefit of 
the Association. To them your thanks 
are due. As your presiding oflicer, I feel 
that to no effort of mine is due the success 
of the past year. :I trust from your hands 
they will receive the credit due them. 

From the report‘of the Committee on 
Library and Rooms, you will see that 
the buvoks have been classified under 
their proper heads, the rooms still fur- 
ther enlarged and greatly improved. 
This has added materia!ly to the useful- 
ness of the Library, beautitied the rooms 
and made them a pleasant place of re- 
sort for the members and visitors. Two 
hundred and forty-three new members 
have been elected during the year, and 
1,425 books added to the Litenry; 16,500 
books have been taken out by the mem- 
bers. At present we have 5487 books and 
655 meni bers. 

The report of your Finance Commit- 
tee shows a balance on hand at ‘the com- 
mencement of the present fiscal year, of 
$303,85; the income from all sources has 
been $5,916,70; the expenditures %3,- 
725.35, leaving a balance in the hands of 
the Treasurer of -$2, 495.20. 

From the report of your Lecture Com- 
mittce, you will see that during the year 
5 at given a course of lectures, in 
which they have introduced some of ihe 
most distinguished lecturers of the coun- 
try; and, while these lectures may not 
have been as great a source of profit fi- 
nancially asthe Committee wished them 
to be, they have been beneficial to the 
members and the community in general: 
for it has inculcated into the minds 
of a portion of our people a desire for 
that particular kind cf amusement—one 
that blends pleasure with information, 
I believe the day is not far distant when 
the lecturer will be listened to with as 
greata degree of interest, and favored 
with as large an audience as he would 
in any city in the Union. 

I feel it my duty to say to the mem- 
bers that the several committees of the 
Board of Directors deserve you warmest 
thanks for the manner they have con- 
ducted the affairs of the Association 
during the past year. I only point 
to the walls of this room to show you 
how industrious your Library Committee 
have been in working for your best in- 
terests, under the lead of their energetic 
chairman. ‘The rooms have been en- 
larged and beautified to a great extent. 
For the manner in which the Committee 
on Library and Rooms have performed 
their duty they deserve your praise; | 
know they will have your thanks. 

Your Finance Committee, under the 
advice of their watchful Chairman, have 
carefully guarded the funds of the Li- 
brary. At all times, during the year they 
were prepared to give the Board our 
condition, financially. It was a work 
of pleasure with them, which they have 
done well, 

In regard to your Lecture Committee, 
I hardly know how to give them a sufli- 
cient meed of praise; for when you 
take into consideration the efforts made 
and the responsibilitics they assumed in 
bringing before the public some of the 
most brilliant lecturers of the country, 
and the success they made of the lectures 
given when the public taste was not yet 
prepared for that particular kind of en- 
joyment or information, it certainly 
shows their success was due to the ener- 

y with which the Chairman of the 

ommittee and his associates took hold 
of the work before them: they were de- 
termined not to fail; and though their 
success May not have been commensu- 
rate with the efferts made, still the net 
proceeds of these lectures have added a 
handsome amount to the receipts of the 
Library. 

Before closing my report, I desire to 
return my thanks to our worthy Libra- 
rian, Charles Herbst. To him the work 
of his office has been a pleasure. The 
great interest he feels in the Library 
makes it at al] times a labor of love for him 
to be able to do anything for the good of 
the Association. Ile js, at all times, rea- 
dy to wait on the members and their 
friends, and by his exertions and atten- 
tion to the rooms, he has made the Libra- 
ry a pleasant place of resort for our nu- 
merous visitors. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I desire to 
say a few words in d to your many 
acts of kindness to myself for the past 
three years. You have elected mé your 

siding officer without any opposition. 
When I take into conSideration the num- 
ber of your members more com- 
petent to fill the position than myself, I 
cannot but express to you my warmest 
thanks for the honor conferred. The 
time may have heen when the person se- 
lected by you to fill that office gave hon- 
or to the ay ; but that time has 


passed. Now the honors

A review of the history of the library for 
the year just closed s.0Ws & progress most 
gratifying toali friends of tbe institution. 
The rooms have been greatly enlarged 
and improved. Nearly fifteen hundred 
books have been added to the library; the 
capacity of shelving for books has been al- 
most doubled, and many curiosities, pic 
tures and other works of art have been ad- 
ded. The increase in the uumber of rea‘t- 
ers and visitors, and in the donations and 
other indicationa of geteral interest have 
never besa so marked as during the past 
year. The number of volumes cireulated 
bas been 17,500, or an average is:ue of ¥5 
per day, an increase of 50 per cent. of the 
number in circulation during the previous 
year. The librarian estimates the pumber 
of visitors at 125 per day, or 47,500, which 
number, inthe opinion of your committee, 
is a low estimate.

From the report of the finance committee 
it will be seen that the regular income 
from the annua! dues of our membership of 
655, is about sufficient to meet the current 
expenses of the library, including salaries 
of librarian and assistant, rent, subscrip- 
tions to periodicals, binding, insurance and 
incidentals, leaviag nothing for the purchase 
of books. We must louk to other sources 
for the money necessary to promote the 
growth of the library. During the 
past year we have derived’ the 
peedful funds from the proceeds 
of the fair held in December last, and of 
lectures and entertainments under the direc- 
tion of the lebture committee. 

In the judgment of your committee, these 
two sources of revenue will continue to be 
our chief reliance, until the association 
shali have a permanent income of its own ; 
and, although they may appear somewhat 
precarious yet we think they will prove to 
be ample, so long as the library shall con- 
tinneto fally meet the wants of our citizens. 
All classes of our citizens use the library, 
and appre slate its value as an educating and 
refining influence in this communi y, aud 
they @ill cheerfully respond to the calls of 
its officers in support of courses of lectures, 
and in contributing to the success of an 
annual fair.

In consequence of the enlargement of 
the rooms, it became necessary to re-arrange 
the books, which was dove by the librarian, 
under the direction of this committee. The 
books have been clastified under the fol- 
lowing departments, and so arranged that 
books on the samme subject are found to- 
gether.

This catalogue, together with the 
amended coustitution, by-laws, rules for the 
government of tre library, list of mem ers, 
ete., have for some time beeu Inthe hard; 
of the committee prepared for publication; 
but on account of the estimated expense 
the committee have thought it inexpedient 
to recommend their publication at the pres- 
enttime. It will be necessary, however, at 
an early day, to have anew edition of the 
constitution and by-laws of the association 
printed, as the supply of the first edition is 
entirely exhausted, 

The departments of fiction, history, bio- 
graphy, lit rature, travels, and science, con- 
tain the books most read, and ft Wil ve seen 
by reference to above list that the l. brary is 
quite full ia their Ye ew y The. wide 
range of reading, the lage proportion of the 
better class of books used by the readers of 
the library, have occasioned curprise to your 
committee as unusual and unexpected. In 
public lioraries gene ally the chief reading 
iy for amus. ment, and very-little forinst uc- 
tion; buta survey of the hbrarian’s table to- 
wards the close of any day will show that 
not only the better sort of novels are read, 
but also that works of science, bistory, 
philosophy, biography, literature, and tia- 
els have their due proportion of attention, 

RAPID GROWTH. 

The Young Men’s Library association 
have reason to feel a pride in the rapid 
growth and increasing usefulness of the 
library. 

It is true thatits resources are still quite 
limited, but the good influence of such an 
institution is not measured by the number | , 
of volumes upon its shelves. It is tfre- 
uently remarked by visitors from abroad 
that the rooms of our library combioe 
more attractive features than any similar 
iastitution they have ever  v.sited. 
The rooms are neatly carpet- 

‘ the walls are covered with 
heautiful pictures, and everywhere, in every 
spot available, are flowers, works of art, cu 
riosities, or o.her objecis of interest, gath- 


rian, Mr. Charles Herbst, whose politeness 
to members and visitors, good taste in the 
adornment of the rooms, and zeal ia all the 
prosperity of the library, are well known 
and everywhere appreciated. 

During the eusuing year the membership 
of the association should be largely in- 
creased. Every youpg man in the cily 
should be a member, and every family io 
the city ought to have at least one member- 
ship. © 

In conclusion, your committee desire to 
express the hope that each succeeding year 
may witness the increasing prosperity, in- 
fluence, and usefulness of the Young Men’s 
Library Association.

TERMINATION OF THE STAFFORD CASE, 

As soon as court was called to order at 
half past eight o’clock, argumeoct was re- 
sumed in the Stafford case. Mr. BR. 8. Jef- 
fries of the defense closed that side of the 
ease in ae | fine effort of about two hours 
duration. e was fo'lowed by solicitor gen- 
eral Glenn, wlio clo ed tie state’s case, and 
commented at iength upcu theevidesce and 
law in his usual convincing manner. The 
jury received an exhauative charge 
from His Honor Judge Hopkins, and retired 
to their room. A few mo:wnente afterwards 
court adjourned. 

STAFFORD CONVICTED OF MURDER. 

Just as the judge was in the act of leay- 
ing the bench, be received a notification 
that the jury had agreed. ‘This was*carce 
ly seven minutes from the time they went 
out. The court was immediately reassem- 
bled, and, amid the profound solemnicy and 
sti'lness of the room, the solicitor general 
received the verdict from the. foreman and 
read it aloud, as follows: 

‘*We, the jury, fiad the defendant Jacob 
Stafford guilty. 

Upon the reception of the verdict, Staf- 
ford was re-committed to the custody of the 
sheriff, and removed to jail, The verdict, 
= — all — ty i his fate, 

upon bis ears without cing 
reutly the slightest eff¢ct. Not a easels of 
the man quivered, and he seemed to be en- 
tirely uneonscious of the terrible end which 
is now rapidly approaching. 
THE CASE TO BE CABRIED UP, 

His counsel, with commendable persever- 
acce, have determined to make an- 
other effort to save him. With thst 
view they are preperiog a mo- 
tion for a new trial, and wili present it 
to the evurt a3 soon as S:afferd ia sentenced. 
This wili be after the trial of thé case 
against Purifoy. if the motion. is refused 
they intend carrying the case to the 
supreme court, Stafford’s counsel have 
discovered that one of the jureis before 
whom he was tried was also a member of 
the grand jury which found the bill against 
him, and will urge ths fact in arrest of 
judgment. 


THE PURIFOY TRIAL, 


Immed'ately upon the assembli of 
court after dinner, the case against John 
Purifoy, Stafford’s alleged accomplice in the 
murder, was taken up. The prisoner is a 
thick set Llack negro apparently about 35 
or 4) years of age. There is nothing 
striking about him except perbaps that he 
evidently possesses cousiderabie more in- 
telligence than usuady falls to_ the lot of 
his race. He was dressed plainly but 
neatly. He maiatained an air of stolid 
indifference toeverjthing going on about 
him. The court had appointed two of our 
leading attorneys to, defend him, Colonel 
v. P. Hill, and Colonel 8. B, Speneer. 
They went into the cause with the 
determination to eave their client if 
legal means candoi'!. The state is repre- 
sented by the solicitor general, assisted by 
Mr. Thornton, The examination of the wit- 
nesses was conducted by the solicitor gcn- 
eral for the prosecution, and by Colonel 
Hill for the defense.
